PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  SECTION  OP  REPORT 


PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  EMPLOYMENT  IN  THE  DISTRICT 


The  rural  district  comprises  2 6  parishes  covering  an 
area  of  49,727  acres  and  is  situated  in  the  north-western 
portion  of  the  county. 

There  are  no  exceptionally  large  villages  within  the 
district,  but  each  parish  has  a  village  or  hamlet  forming 
a  nucleus. 

Agriculture  is  the  major  industry  but  on  account  of 
mechanisation  and  rationalisation  within  the  industry  the 
number  of  persons  finding  employment  in  farming  is  gradually 
declining. 

On  the  other  hand  the  tendency  for  people  employed  in 
Hereford  and  Leominster  to  reside  in  the  rural  district  still 
continues  and  is  regarded  as  beneficial  to  the  area  in  all 
respects . 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

( a)  Regional  and  Village  Supplies 

The  Herefordshire  Water  Board  mains  supply  the  greater 
portion  of  the  larger  villages. 

Schemes  on  the  point  of  commencement  will  in  due  course 
convey  piped  water  to  the  parishes  of  Almeley,  Klnnersley, 
Letton,  Pres ton-on-Wye,  Moccas  and  Blakemere. 

The  introduction  of  piped  water  supplies  in  these  areas 
will  eliminate  water  shortages  mentioned  in  previous  reports.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  existing  Weobley  Sewage  Disposal  Works  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily  and  is  capable  of  dealing  with  the 
immediately  foreseeable  new  housing  demands. 

The  revised  proposals  for  Dilwyn  was  the  subject  of  a 
Local  Investigation  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  during  September  and  the  introduction  of  sewers 
in  this  village  seems  likely  to  stimulate  new  housing 
development  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  sewerage  system. 


Proposals  for  sewering  Now  End,  Canon  Pyon,  have  been 
completed  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  it  seems  likely 
that  this  scheme  will  be  completed  during  1964. 

Preliminary  works  in  connection  with  proposed  sewage 
disposal  arrangements  for  Staunton— on— Wye  were  started.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  collection  of  household  refuse  on  a  three  weekly 
basis  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  but  the  volume 
of  household  refuse  now  being  placed  out  for  collection 
indicates  that  the  Council  might  well  give  further  consid¬ 
eration  towards  the  Implementation  of  a  fortnightly  collection 
service.  In  this  regard  most  neighbouring  authorities  have 
already  made  arrangements  in  their  districts  for  at  least  a 
fortnightly  collection. 

The  refuse  disposal  site  at  Dilwyn  is  still  in  service, 
although  it  will  be  necessary  before  long  to  tip  elsewhere 
and  this  problem  is  receiving  attention.  The  Council  has  also 
been  advised  of  the  existence  of  other  methods  of  disposing 
of  household  refuse  because  in  the  not  too  distant  future  the 
indications  are  that  tipping  sites  in  their  present  form  will 
be  unobtainable. 

Grateful  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  Hall  of  Bidney  and 
to  Sir  Richard  Verdin  for  their  kind  assistance  in  placing 
the  Bidney  tip  at  the  Council’s  disposal. 

Throughout  the  year  the  refuse  vehicle  travelled  5>792 
miles  on  the  various  rounds.  The  estimated  average  mileage 
per  gallon  of  fuel  being  6.4* 
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DISINFECTIONS 

Terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  as  requisite. 
Formalin  gas  or  Sulphur  Dioxide  being  employed  where 
appropriate.

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  first  implemented  the  improvement  grant 
scheme  in  1952,  since  then  112  proposals  have  been  approved, 
three  of  which  later  being  withdrawn  by  the  applicants. 
Dwellings  improved  under  this  scheme  now  amount  to  about  5*2$£ 
of  all  the  houses  within  the  area. 

Five  schemes  were  approved  by  the  Council  during  the  year, 
five  were  completed  and  grants  paid. 

Circular  29/62  asks  local  authorities  not  to  be  pernickety 
in  considering  improvement  schemes,  but  it  has  not  generally 
proved  of  great  assistance  in  practice,  the  old  practice  notes 
would,  generally  speaking,  be  preferable. 

Standard  Improvement  Schemes 


The  standard  improvement  grant  scheme  has  been  well 
received,  and  during  the  year  25  applications  were  made,  25 
were  approved,  with  20  completed  and  paid. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  in  1959  some  101 
proposals,  amounting  to  about  4*7^  of  all  the  houses  within  the 
area  have  been  approved,  two  of  which  being  later  withdrawn  by 
the  applicants. 
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HOUSING  AND  BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  contract  was  negotiated  for 
the  erection  of  14  houses  and  6  bungalows  at  Canon  Pyon,  progress 
was  made  towards  the  development  of  other  .schemes  at  S  taunt  on-  on- 
Wye,  Bishops tone,  Norton  Canon,  Kings  Pyon,  Pres ton-on-Wye  and 
Moccas . 

Excluding  Canon  Pyon  the  Council  has  in  course  of  prep¬ 
aration  schemes  which  will  eventually  provide  for  the  erection 
of  a  further  39  houses  and  4  bungalows.

PRIVATE  HOUSING  DEVELOPMENT 


28  new  private  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year 
and  the  construction  of  a  further  l6  was  started. 

Wherever  possible,  the  utmost  assistance  has  been  given 
by  the  staff  to  promote  private  building. 

In  September  the  Council  appointed  Hr.  S.J.  Bullock  as 
Assistant  Building  Surveyor,  to  undertake  chiefly  supervisory 
work  in  connection  with  Council  Housing  and  Sewerage  Schemes 
and  to  assist  as  necessary  with  other  duties.

STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT  AND  CARBIDE 


At  the  end  of  the  year  petrol  storage  capacity  amounted 
to  49,190  gallons. 

There  are  11  petrol  filling  stations  and  43  private 
storage  tanks  licenced  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit. 

No  licences  wore  issued  during  the  year  for  the 
storage  of  carbide. 


HOP-PI CKERtS  QUARTERS 

The  introduction  of  machinery  for  hop-picking  has  meant 
that  local  labour  has  largely  satisfied  the  demands  on  smaller 
farms,  thus  very  few  dwellings  were  used  during  the  season.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  control  of  milk  supplies  is  administered  by  the 
National  Agricultural  Advisory  Service. 

Six  inspections  of  food  premises  have  been  made  ii. 
connection  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Inspections 
in  the  course  of  other  duties  have  been  undertaken  from  ime 
to  time. 

School  Milk 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  samples  of  milk 
are  obtained  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  also 
biological  examination.  Thirty  samples  were  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  one  less  than 
during  1962. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Butoher!s  Shops 

There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  Weobley,  both 
of  which  are  used  regularly.  Both  establishments  have  been 
recently  improved. 

During  the  year  ll6  Beasts,  1  Calf,  175  Sheep,  165  Lambs 
and  147  Pigs  were  slaughtered  at  the  two  establishments,  and 
after  inspection  the  following  meat  was  considered  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumption  and  was  voluntarily  surrendered: 

8  Bovine  livers,  21  Sheep  livers,  8  Pigs1  livers, 

2  Pigs1  heads,  and  one  Lamb  carcase. 

By  comparison  with  1962,  slightly  less  animals  were 
slaughtered  in  the  area  -  8$  less. 

100$  inspection  of  all  ca.rcases  and  organs  has  been 
maintained,  although  as  in  previous  years,  this  has  frequently 
meant  the  working  of  extra  time,  outside  normal  working  hours. 

The  Manufacture  and  Sake  of  Ice-Cream 


There  are  no  ice-cream  manufacturing  premises  in  the 
area,  all  ice-cream  sold  is  obtained  in  pre-packed  wrappers 
from  reputable  manufacturers  and  stored  in  refrigerator 
containers  prior  to  sale. 

No  further  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice-cream  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955>  Sec.l6. 
There  is  now  a  total  of  28  registered  premises. 

No  samples  were  submitted  for  laboratory  examination.
